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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 23-52 in 3/1 9/2007 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 53-70 are withdrawn from fiirther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a non-elected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 3/19/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 23-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In claims 23 and 
41, the disclosure does not describe the distal portion having a first dimension and a second 
dimension generally transverse to the first dimension, and where the second dimension is greater 
than the first dimension, where in a second position, the first and second dimensions are 
generally the same. In claim 37, the disclosure does not describe the working space is defined 
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by first and second longitudinal arcuate opposing side portions and first and second transverse 
generally arcuate opposing side portions. In claims 29-34, the disclosure does not describe 
when the distal portion is expanded, the second dimension is between about 28 mm and about 
36mm. In claim 30, there is no disclosure of the first dimension less than or equal to about 
20mm. In claims 31-32, there is no disclosure of the second dimension is between 14-36mm. 
In claim 33, there is no disclosure of the first dimension is about 10mm. In claim 34, there is 
no disclosure of the second dimension is between about 14mm and about 18mm. 

Drawings
